the Emperor, who kindly takes licr by the Hand to 
raife her up. 





By thefe it appears, that this Station flour.a.ed when 
the RomaM Empire was in its prime ; and tliere being 
none of a later Date, makes it probable, that it pcriili- 
edin feme of the Infurreftions of the Native Brtgmtes^ 
2boMt Se%>ertfs^s Time, as it was conjeftured from the 
forjni of the Letter A in the Infcriptions upon the Fune- 
ral Monuments formerly accounted for.

Ipfivich, July 20, 1708, 
'HERE happened here on the 1 6th paft, a moll: Vi- 
_ olent Stormx of Thunder qnd Lightning, the Ef- 
fedls of which have been both wonderful and difmal ; it 
began about Six to be perceived at fome diftance, anda- 
rofe in the South Weft : I happened then to be on the 
highefc Eminence about' this Town, from whence I could 
very plainly diftinguiili- the working of the Storm, and 
can't but take notice to you of one thing I thought very 
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amarlcable^ and what I had never met with before ; 1 

judged it theo to be about fom\Milesdirtance from me; 

Tlic Inftaiit 1 perceivM the Flaili, it feemed to extend it 

IflikeaBow^ and caft its Light a confiderable way 

oiind it^ and the Shaft of lightning f if I may fo call 
itj did not ran in a waving Angular Figure as ufual^ 
bu: ill a it rait Shaft l)f Tire, like the Fuze of a Boml>, 
diredly from the Cloud to the Ground ; upon whidh^ 
and finding the Storm approach, I hailned home, which 
was not a Mile. Soon after, we had two or three of the 
greateif Flalhes of Ligbtning^ and the noife of Thunder 
that fucceeded them v^as^fo very great, and caufed fo 
great an Emotion in the Aii% that it made the Rooms 
ihake, and the Windows rattle, as in a great Storm of 
Wind. Dr. Dade, a Phyfician, and very Ingenious Gen- 
tleman, alTul-ed me, as he came from his Houfe to me juft 
at that time, the Lightning feemed to dwell fome confide- 
rablefpacebn the Ground, and that he could very plain- 
ly fed the heat of it inhis Face. The Faffage-Boat was 
at that time, coming from i/i^w/V^, and juil: got to the 
Town or very near, when came a terrible Flafh, which 
killed the Mafter and three Perfons more that were on 
Board. I law one the next day that underwent thatdif- 
ma I Fate, he had a 'Wound in '^his Thigh, hisBreaftwas 
lacerated as if hehad been^whiped with Wires, and his 
Face and Body as black as if he had been blown up with 
Gunpowder, and thoufands of fmall. Black Spots about 
him. The Mafter of the Veifel was not at all disfigured, 
but had one Wound of his Side like a frefli Burn, and 
no other Mark about him^. fa ve tlie Ghai:n ot his 'Watch 
was melted, and no harm nor Burn could be perceived 
on his Breeches orCIoaths. Tlie third Perfon, who was a 
Servant,, was very much torn and ffiatter^d about the 
Head, the Crown of his Hat was taken clear out, as if 
it had been cut out.and feveral Parcels of his Hair drove 
iBto the Subftance of the Hat. The fourth was v^ry lit- 
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tic disfigured^ only a Black Spot on his fide^ andafmall 
Wound, as if made with a Cauterifing Iron : there 
were feveral others aboard wounded and llunnM, One 
Artls^ among the former, had his Hair burnt clofe tohi^ 
Head behind, and his Peruke untoucli'd 5 lie had a 
Scratch on his Arm about 4 Indies ioii^, and a fmall 
hurt below the Eibow 5 he fell that Night into a Vio- 
lent Fever, grew delirious, and if not dead ycr, is pro- 
nounced irrecoverable 5 whether he received any hurt on 
his Braixi, or the Violence of the Fever caufcs the Dc- 
hrium, remains undetermined ; there was no mark to 
fee fcen on his Coat, Waftcoat, or Sl:irt,where he Jiad his 
hurt oti his Arm. Two of the Perfons kiUM were on 
the outfide, and the other two under the Tilt of the 
Boats and what is pretty remarkable, the two that 
were within tlie Tilt, fate on each Hand of a Woi' an 
that received no damage : one Perfon had the Sole of hiS: 
Shooe unripped from the Leather, and no other Damage. 
I wonder the Blaft lighting fo diredlly on the Boat, 
did not fhatter it all to pieces : there was another Boar. 
that followed them, and received no damage, and took 
out the reft of the poor frighted Wretches • the Mafter 
of which does.affirm, he faw the Fire light on the Bow- 
fpritofthe former Boat, where meeting a fmall reil ft- 
ance, it flew into fmall Streams like a Rocket, part into 
the Boat, part into the Water 5^ wMcli^ if true, no doubt 
was the caufe of the Mifchief being done in fo many 
different Parts of the Boat, whoever was unfortunate 
enough to be in the way of thofe fiery Darts, being the 
Sufferers 3 and does in fome meaiurelblve the ffeeming 
diiBculty of the Womans being unhurt between the two 
Perfons that w.erekilPd; andtho' there has been a great 
many very pretty Conjectures by Learned Men, to ex- 
plain the Effe6ls of Lightning, yet every remarkable 
new Accident of that kind, furnifhes frefh Difficulties 
different from the ferrmer: If this proves any thing en- 
tertaining to you, it will be a great Satisfaction to me. 
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
